This is not the result of acci- 
dent, but of a studious and exacting care 
for minor details which was characteristic 
of the painters of the period. “The history 
of the jeweler’s art in Italy,” says H. Clif- 
ford Smith in his work on jewelry, “at 
the period of the Quattrocento largely re- 
solves itself into the biographies of those 
master sculptors and painters who worked 
first as goldsmiths and jewelers and 
throughout their careers remained ever 
mindful of their original trade.” 

“Nearly every painter possessed an in- 
sight into the mysteries of the goldsmith’s 
craft and represented his subject, whatever 
it might be, with careful attention to its 
jeweled accessories. The great merchants 
of opulent and artistic cities, such as Siena, 
Milan and others, besides Venice and Flor- 
ence, delighted in rich jewels, and the mas-

It may be of interest to give a little in- 
formation about these very gifted and prac- 
tically unknown craftsmen living in their 
remote and isolated part of the globe. Their 
patterns are nearly all hammered from Rus- 
sian coins and various silver-plated heir- 
looms of the rich families. The Yakut, how- 
ever, though at present living in the extreme 
northeast of Siberia, are a typical repre- 
sentative of the culture of the nomadic 
horse and cattle breeding Turkish tribes of 
Central Asia. 
lation from the other branches of the Turk- 
ish and their probable mixture with 
Mongols and others the Yakut, in the course 
of their migrations, have preserved one of 
the oldest and purest dialects of the lan- 
guage spoken by the Kirghis, the Altaic 
tribes, the Siberian and European Tartars 
and other Turkish peoples. The Yakut « 
the most numerous tribe of eastern Siberia, 
numbering some 250,000. 

Regardless of the unfavorable conditions 
of life in their present territory they are 
increasing numerically and are showing ca- 
pacity for higher material culture and 1n- 
tellectual progress. The Yakuts were sepa- 
rated from the other Turkish tribes of the 
steppes of Central Asia and Southern Si- 
beria and driven to the northeast by the 
Mongol hordes at the time of the invasion 
of the conqueror Chinghis Khan. By the 
valley of Lena River they reached the 
country of their present abode, in their turn 
driving farther to the north of their present 
abode and to the mountains, or assimilat- 
ing, the ancient residents of the country— 
the Tungus and Yukaghir. 

The Yakut brought to the far northeast 
of Siberia not only their Turkish language, 
the whole of the comparatively high culture 
of Central Asiatic horsemen, but also 
brought with them horses and cattle, intro- 
duced silver, iron and copper work, the 
fashion in dress and dress ornamentation 
of the Tartaric peoples. In their old coun- 
try they were principally horse breeders. 
The horses were employed both as beasts 
of burden and as animals for riding. Their 
skins were used for clothing and their flesh 
for food, and kumiss, the fermented drink 
prepared from mare’s milk, served not only 
as a stimulating beverage but also as a most 
important nutritious food. For a time after 
their arrival in their new abode the horse 
was still their principal domestic animal 
and kumiss their essential food; but grad- 
ually the climatic conditions of the country, 
on the one hand, and contact with Russian 
culture, on the other, have exerted a modi- 
fying influence which is still operative over 
both the mental and the material culture of 
the Yakut. 

Aside from their fine work as silver- 
smiths, the members of the tribe as a whole 
are engaged in horse and cattle breeding 
as their chief occupation. The cultivation 
of cereal plants, borrowed from the Rus- 
sians in the southern parts of the Yakut 
province, where the climate allows of it, 
has made considerable progress and agri- 
culture is carried on by many Yakut fami- 
lies.

terest to the affairs of the municipality, 

taxes might not be so high, was the opin- 

ion of the speaker, who pointed out that 

the present city officials were doing their 

best to give a thoroughly business adminis- 

tration to the city and are succeeding. 

In speaking about the work of the Bureau 

Weights and Measures, he said that 
while the bureau called the Mayor’s 
bureau, it, in fact, should rather be called 
the people’s bureau, and continued by say- 
ing that if he could take the time to tell 
the jewelers they would be surprised at the 
many things that reach the office of the 
Bureau of Weights and Measures. 

He said, in speaking of the jewelry trade 
that there is something radically wrong in 
the original transaction when a poor per- 
son buys an article of jewelry for $9 and 
later tries to get a loan on it when in need 
of money and finds that the pawnbroker 
will only advance 75 cents where $3 was 
expected. This condition, he said, reflects 
on the jewelry trade and tends to discour- 
age purchasers. 

The Mayor’s bureau, he said, not 
composed of experts and because of this it 
was necessary to fall back on honest jewel- 
ers to co-operate in correcting abuses in the 
trade. 

False advertising in New York, he said, 
was another contributor to the high cost of 
living and he called attention to a depart- 
ment that forced its 
doors because the public distrusted its print- 
ed statements and refused patronage. 

Recent cases in which Inspector Mor- 
gan had worked with the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade in prosecuting dishonest 
jewelers with excellent results show what 
can be accomplished by co-operation be- 
tween the bureau and the business men, it 
was pointed out. 

The present day policy of public officials 
is not to disturb business, but to co-operate 
in eradicating evils and for this reason the 
bureau had, it was said, formed a league 
with business men to study questions and 
for the interests of all. 

Commissioner Hartigan said that &5 per 
cent. of the business men in New York are 
honest, but that many are ignorant of the 
law and the Bureau of Weights and Meas- 
ures is endeavoring to educate the business 
men and the public. His address was in 
part as follows:

Watchmaker Using Gasoline When 
Trouble Occurs in Ralston & Smith 
Establishment.

BuTLeR, Pa., March 1.—lIwo 
burned and a considerable 
erly loss occurred shortly before 1 o'clock 
Cuesday afternoon in the Ralston & Smith 
iewelry store, on S. Main St., the fire re- 
sulting from an explosion of gasoline which 
was being used in cleaning watches. 

Frank Barcalow, a watchmaker, who was 
the worst injured, sustained a number of 
burns on both hands and about his face 
and neck. With rare presence of mind he 
rushed from the blazing workroom of the 
jewelry store, where the fire started, and 
rolled in the snow at the side of the build- 
ing until his burning clothing was extin- 
guished. 

Charles Ralston, one of the proprietors 
if the store, who was the only other occu- 
pant of the workroom at the time of the 
explosion, was painfully burned about the 
face and head. Both men were taken by 
Dr. C. B. Morrow and others into the offices 
of near-by physicians and were given medi- 
cal attention, after which they were able 
to go to their homes. 

soth the Central and Southside fire com- 
panies responded promptly to the alarm and 
the blaze was soon put out with a chemical 
extinguisher, being almost extinguished be- 
fore the arrival of the Southside company. 

Mr. Barcalow was cleaning watches in a 
cup of gasoline when the explosion oc- 
curred. It is supposed that the vaporized 
casoline ignited from a gas light on the 
opposite side of the room. Instantly there 
was a burst of flame and the two occupants 
of the room were caught before they could 
escape. 

Two dozen or more valuable watches 
which were hung on the wall at one side 
of the workshop were badly damaged by the 
flames, being burnt and tarnished. The 
store was filled with smoke for some time 
after the fire and had to be closed until the 
place could be renovated and some repairs

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JEWELRY PUBLICITY. 


Chas. E. Hancock Makes Interesting 
Addresses on Methods to Popularize 
Jewelry Before ‘‘Town Criers’’ 
at Providence—Jewelers’ 
Circular Publicity Cam- 
paign Praised. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 4.—Urging tlie 
necessity for greater publicity for the pur 
pose of popularizing the more general as 
well as the more correct wearing of jewel- 
ry, and the methods that have already been 
taken to bring about such an educational 
movement, was the subject of an interest- 
ing and instructive discussion at the weekly 
round-table talk of the Town Criers in the 
grill room of the Crown Hotel last Tues- 
day noon. Charles E. Hancock, of the 
manufacturing jewelry concern of Charles 
E. Hancock Co., this city, and one of the 
pioneer advocates of jewelry fashions pub- 
licity, was the principal speaker, telling of 
the problems and the depressed business 
conditions that have been experienced by 
the manufacturing jewelers. He spoke of 
the campaign which has been started to 
show the people the styles in jewelry and 
said that the greatest medium would be the 
fashion magazines, in which the jewelers 
desire to have the fashion plates dressed 
in the correct styles, different articles and 
character of jewelry for every occasion. 

The luncheon was attended by one of the 
largest gatherings that has yet been present 
at one of these round-table talks, a num- 
ber of manufacturing jewelry concerns be- 
ing represented. Mr. Hancock has taken 
an active part in the movement to obtain 
greater publicity for the wearing of jewel- 
ry. In introducing Mr. Hancock, George 
W. Danielson, the presiding officer, paid a 
flattering tribute to the former for the ef- 
forts that he has made in connection with 
the jewelry publicity generally. 

“My only apology for being here,” said 
Mr. Hancock in opening, “is that your in- 
vitation allowed for my shortcomings and 
gave me vital 
subject to our industry 

“On my way to Syracuse last Summer to 
attend the New York State Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association’s annual meeting I was 
strongly impressed with the need of some- 
thing very urgent to awaken the jewelry 
industry from its dormant condition, which 
I felt was not due entirely to necessary 
conditions, and at that meeting I advocated 
a great fund to be raised by the united ef- 
forts of manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers for making a publicity advertising 
campaign. 

“Such a campaign system met with hearty 
approval, and at the National Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association’s annual meeting held in 
New York city its committee with com- 
mittees representing the New England 
Manufacturing Jewelers and Silversmiths’ 
Association, the Newark Manufacturers’ 
Association and Wholesale Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation, held a conference, the result of 
which was the organization of the Na- 
tional Jewelry Fashions Publicity Bureau, 
whose purpose it was to work along such 
lines as would tend to increase the sale 
of jewelry, etc., in the jewelry stores. 

“The organization thus formed *

“This bureau was to have a manager whio 
was fully conversant with all matters re- 
lating to publicity, either as fashion pub- 
licity or as advertising publicity, and if we 
could have had the united efforts of every- 
body to work for that end [| think that 
most beneficial results would have _ fol- 
| wed. 

CIRCULAR, One Of our 
publishing 


‘THE JEWELERS’ 
leading trade magazines, was 
articles for just this line of fashion pub- 
licity and offered to give plates and place 
that department at our disposal if we would 
use it systematically. Sut lack of co-op- 
eration has crippled, if not killed, that 
project, and a new publicity bureau 1s now 
being formed in Providence to carry on 
something along the same line of action. 

‘The cause for such conditions as exist 
in our industry is mostly due to the indii- 
ference of the fashion magazines to show- 
ing jewelry in beautifying or adding the 
extra charm to their models when showing 
new styles. This indifference, of course, 
has been very largely due to the lack of 
foresight of the jewelry industry to the 
necessity for such an innovation.” 

Mr. Hancock exhibited several pages 
from THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR which fea- 
tured special articles written by Miss Ar- 
cher and others and also showed the pages 
of that publication illustrating from the 
daily newspapers of the country articles re- 
producing THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR’S spe- 
cial articles. 

He continued his remarks by saying: “| 
wish to read parts of a letter received by 
me from a young woman, unsolicited, which 
lucidly explains how advertising makes 
sales in jewelry.” He then read from the 
letter of the young woman, which was pub- 
lished in full in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
of February 16. This young woman was 
for many years a saleswoman in a retail 
jewelry store and sets forth her impres- 
sions of the things most necessary to stim- 
ulate the sale of jewelry in a very com- 
prehensive and intelligent manner. 

Mr. Hancock then quoted the contents of 
another letter which he from a 
jeweler down in Texas, bearing upon the 
same subject. In the latter communication 
Mr. Hancock said his correspondent re- 
ferred to extensive personal investigations 
that he had made concerning the depres- 
sion in business which the jewelry trade 
had experienced during the past year and 
a half and told of the contrast existing 
in the automobile trade. The correspond- 
ent’s conclusion was that the great adver- 
tising of the automobile industry was the 
reason for the difference. 

“In Wiew of these instances,” said Mr. 
Hancock in closing, “I will leave the mat- 
ter in your hands, asking you to take well 
to heart the slogan, ‘It pays to advertise.’ 
This, I believe, is the solution to the de- 
pression in business in the jewelry indus- 
try.” 

In the discussion that followed Mr. Han- 
cock’s address several of the speakers 
pointed out that the jewelers should get in 
touch with the fashion syndicates which

magazines and have them devote special 
attention to styles in jewelry. It was also 
pointed out that jewelry should be worn 
by models and shown in fashion pictures.

BRIBE SOLICITOR SENTENCED. 


Louis Landau, Who Offered to Accept 
$500 for His Vote in Dietz Case, 
Fined and Imprisoned. 

After a trial lasting three days a F[ed- 
eral Grand Jury on Wednesday morning 
found Louis Landau, a hat dealer, guilty 
of asking and agreeing to receive a bribe 
while serving as a trial juror in the Fed- 
eral Court. On Thursday morning Judge 
Dayton, in the United States District 
Court, New York, sentenced Laudau to 
serve six months on Blackwell’s Island and 
imposed a fine of $500. The jury in hand- 
ing down the verdict of imprisonment 
recommended leniency for the defendant. 

As reported in these 
Laudau served as one of the members on 
a jury at the trial of Herman J. Dietz and 
his son Charles, formerly in the diamond 
business at 87 Nassau St. According to 
Samuel Hershenstein, assistant district at- 
torney who conducted the case, after the 
Dietz trial had been in progress for one 
day Landau called at the home of the de- 
fendants and offered to stand out for ac- 
quittal if the accused would hand over to 
him $500. Shortly after the visit of Lan- 
dau, Dietz, it is claimed, communicated 
with his attorney, who in turn gave the in- 
formation to the United States District At- 
torney’s office. When Landau was sought 
he could not be found, but several days 
later he surrendered himself to Mr. Hersh- 
enstein. The following day he was ar- 
raigned on the indictment which charged 
him with soliciting a bribe and pleaded not 
guilty. In default of $2,500 bail he was 
committed to the Tombs. 

But for the fact that this was the first 
case of its kind ever brought before the 
Federal Court in the Southern District of 
New York, the punishment undoubtedly 
would have been more severe. In passing 
sentence Judge Dayton told Landau that 
the offense was one of the gravest. He 
also added that he rejoiced that such cases 
were not common, but if they were he 
would have been inclined to mete out a 
more severe punishment for the prisoner.

SUPPLEMENTAL FRAUD ORDER. 


Post-Office Department Kept Busy 
Fighting Canadian Jewelry Frauds, 
Owing to Many Changes in 
Name. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—A fraud 
order has been issued by the Postmaster 
(General against the Dominion Watch Co. 
and others, operating at Montreal, Can. 
This is supplemental to the original order 
under date of April 11, 1914, issued by the 
Postmaster General against the company 
as named above. At that time the concern 
was operating a scheme by which it was 
obtaining remittances by mail for a watch 
and chain of very little value, but which 
were represented as being ot high value, 
and offered as an award in a puzzle con- 
test, the price asked being, as it was set 
forth, merely the cost of mailing. 

Following that order the scheme was 
continued under the name of the Swiss 
Watch Co., to which the fraud order was 
extended on Aug. 19, 1914. It was further 
extended on April 22, 1915, to cover the 
operations of the Parisian Silverware Co., 
and again on July 31 to cover the name of 
S. M. Walker, manager. 

As an evidence of the persistence of 
these people, it has now become necessary 
to extend the order so as to cover the 
operations of the Canadian Watch Co., the 
Canadian Premium Co., M. Wilson, man- 
all of Montreal, Can.

A se- 
lection of $1 and $2 watches were placed 
efore the third man, who immediately pre- 
ended to make an inspection of the time- 
While talking about the price of a 
vatch with Mr. Kruhl, the two men who 
irst entered the store were inspecting the 
ssortment of rings and after stating that 
they saw nothing which met with their ap- 
proval they left. When the third man 
failed to obtain a watch at the price he de- 
ired to pay, he also left the store. 
Mr. Kruhl thinking nothing unusual had 
lappened, went about his work and several 
ninutes later a representative of Bank & 
Lacher entered the store and asked the 
eweler if three men had called at his es- 
tablishment seeking wedding rings. When 
Mr. Kruhl stated that they had been there 
he was requested to look at his ring box 
and upon inspection found that two brass

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A MYSTERIOUS ROBBERY. 


Tray of Diamond Jewelry Missed from 
Chicago Store of Dreicer & Co. 
After Visit of Man Who Was 
Suspected and Watched. 


CuiicAco, March 3.—One of the strangest 
and most startling robberies that has oc- 
curred in the Chicago trade took place 
yesterday, when the jewelry store of 
Dreicer & Co., in the Blackstone Hotel, was 
robbed of a tray of diamonds and jewelry 
valued at $25,000 by a clever crook. The 
robbery was not discovered until the thief 
had departed and no one knows how the 
gems were extracted. 

The man who is suspected of the theft 
entered the establishment at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. FE. L. Smith, manager of the 
store, was within five feet of the man all 
the time he was in the establishment, and 
declares his eyes did not leave him once, 
as he suspected him of being a thief. A 
guard was elsewhere in the store, which is 
small and has no entrance except the one 
from the lobby of the hotel. 

According to Manager Smith, the man, 
who was well dressed and wore a heavy 
great coat, announced that he wished to 
look at some large diamonds. After about 
10 minutes of debate with the salesman he 
declared himself dissatisfied and left the 
store. The robbery was then discovered. 

Several trays of diamonds had been sent 
out by Manager Smith at the command of 
the supposed customer, but how the man 
got away with an entire tray is more than 
can be figured out. Clerks in the hotel said 
the man strolled across the lobby and left 
by a side entrance of the hotel. Altogether 
there were three trays on the counter at 
the same time. The goods shown the cus- 
tomer aggregated in value about $150,000. 

Pinkerton detectives have taken the trail. 
They believe him to be one of a band of 
high-class thieves who recently came here 
from the east. 


The store of Dreicer & Co. is one of the 
most fashionable in the city, and caters to 
a high class of trade. It is a branch of 
the New York firm of Dreicer & Co., which 
has a store on Fifth Ave. 

Search is being made for a man named 
Daniel Booth, alias Miller, ex-convict and 
notorious diamond switcher and sleight-of- 
hand artist, as a suspect in the theft of 
the diamonds. Diamond switching is Booth’s 
specialty. He has served prison terms for 
similar thefts in several cities, including 
Fort Worth, Tex., and Cleveland, O. He 
is said to have been operating recently in 
New York. 

Booth is 31 years old, weighs 130 pounds, 
is 5 feet 7 inches tall, with black hair and 
dark eyes. This description, it is said, ex- 
actly fits that of the man who coolly 
walked into the jewelry store, examined 
various rings and then walked right out 
again with a tray of diamonds.

except the company. Private detectives are 
in charge of the matter. I did not deem it 
necessary to inform the police.” 

At the New York headquarters of 
Dreicer & Co. it was stated Saturday that 
no further details of the robbery had been 
learned. The manager of the business 
stated that the los was exaggerated in the

DEATH OF CARL G. KORN. 
Elizabeth, N. J., Jeweler Succumbs 


After a Long Iliness. 


EvizABetH, N. J., March 3.—Carl Gustav 
Korn, who for many years conducted a 
jewelry store at 35 Broad St., this city, died 
at 12.45 p. m. to-day at the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital, following a long illness from 
stomach trouble. He had been in the hos- 
pital for more than a month. Although spe- 
cialists were consulted nothing could be 
done to save Mr. Korn. 

Mr. Korn was the son of Mr. 
Gustav Korn and was born in Germany, 
where he lived until he was 20 years old, 
when he went to England. In his native 
country he had learned the watchmaking 
trade. He worked at this business for five 
vears in England and then went to Santos, 
Brazil. He was stricken with the yellow 
fever at that place and upon his recovery 
came to the United States, settling in this 
city. This was 23 years ago. On his ar- 
rival in this city he opened a store in Broad 
St., near where his store was located at his 
death. 

Two years after coming to Elizabeth Mr. 
Korn was attacked by robbers in his store 
as he was about to close the place one Sat- 
urday night. The burglars robbed his storé 
and beat him up so badly that he was in 
the hospital for a considerable time. 

Mr. Korn was unmarried and is survived 
by his parents and two sisters in Germany 
and two brothers in the United States, one 
H. R. Korn, of this city, and the other 
Bernhardt Korn, of Colorado Springs, Colo.

JEWELRY WORKERS CHARTERED. 


Newark Union First of its Kind to Af- 
fillate with American Federation 


of Labor. 

NEWARK, N. J., March 2.—At a meeting 
of the newly organized union of jewelry 
workers to-night at the Labor Lyceum, 
Springfield Ave. and 4th St., the union’s 
charter was received from the American 
federation of Labor. The new union has 


the distinction of being the only organiza- 
tion of jewelers to be afhliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

There was some difference of opinion 
among the workers as to whether they 
should ask employers for 48 hours or 44 
hours a week. An agitator from New York 
urged the latter, but after discussion of the 
question the members decided to ask for a 
48-hour week. A number of concerns have 
granted an eight-hour day already and a 
few a 44-hour schedule. Among the speak- 
ers at the meeting were Henry F. Hiulfers, 
secretary of the Essex Trades Council. 

The jewelry manufacturers have a com- 
mittee at work whose business it is to inter- 
view the different jewelry firms of the city 
for the purpose of getting an expression of 
sentiment as to working hours of employes, 
etc., and the workers are inclined to give 
them an opportunity to determine the feel- 
ing of the entire trade before pressing their 
demands. 

The organization of the jewelry workers 
of this city is part of a wave of unionism 
that is sweeping over the city. At the same 
time that the jewelry workers were meeting 
to-night there was a meeting of the newly 
organized Ivory Button Workers’ Union 
at the headquarters of the Essex Trades 
Council, 66 S. Orange Ave. This union also 
received its charter from the American 
Federation of Labor to-night. The total 
enrolment is 250—about one-fourth that of 
the jewelry workers’ union. 

Other trades that are to be organized in 
the near future are the novelty sheet metal 
workers, who have already held a prelimi- 
nary meeting toward this end; the silver- 
ware workers and those employed as mat- 
tress makers.

out in the imports of gems into the United 
States during February; for, even though 
this was a short month, the value of the

tom House of the port in any lebruary on 
record, the only corresponding months tin 
which the $4,000,000 mark was passed being 
in February, 1913, when the amount was 
$4999 435, and ae 1907, when the 
amount was $4.275.300. In other words. it 
beat the record for the month by nearly 
half a million dollars. Of the total last 


month the cut precious stones and pearls 


were reported by Examiner Treadwell to 
have amounted to $3,550,699, and the uncut 
gems, dutiable at 10 per cent., principally 
diamonds, $1,162,829, both also being the 
largest amount on record for February. 
The value of the miners’ and glaziers’ dia- 
monds, free of duty, is given at $69,634 

From these figures it will be seen that 
the cutting as well as the importing indus- 
try must be unusually busy, as the imports 
of rough never before got over the million 
mark in February except twice (in 1915 and 
1907), and then it barely passed the sev- 
enth figure. 

A comparison of the gem imports in Feb- 
ruary just past with those of February in 
previous year since 1897 can be made from 
the following table:

Stevens of New Hampshire in the previous 
session, which was indorsed by the Ameri- 
can Fair lrade League and many associa- 
tions in the jewelry trade. Also another 
bill known as the Stephens bill, or H. K. 
9671, introduced by Kepresentative Dan V. 
Stephens of Nebraska, and also introduced 
in the Senate by Senator Henry F. Ashurst 
of Arizona. his measure contains the 
salient principles and in fact much of the 
text of the original Stevens bill, but has 
amendments permitting discounts for cash 
and for quantity and also a variance in 
rates due to cost of transportation to dif- 
ferent points of delivery. It has in addi- 
tion a paragraph exempting sales to libra- 
ries and other public institutions. 

This second, or Stephens bill, it 1s be- 
lieved, will meet many of the objections 
to the original bill that were made by im- 
portant trade interests who had the “one- 
price-for-all” principle at heart, but felt 
that the original bill would cause injustice 
in some directions, and it is also expected 
that the amendments will meet the objec- 
tions of others who were non-committal 
on the one-price matter, but did not want 
to see the Stevens bill in its original form 
enacted. 

The main question with a large number 
of retail merchants is the recognition by 
Congress of the equity in the ~Oone-price- 


for-all” principle and to these merchants 


it is immaterial whether the Stevens-Ayres 
bill or the new Stephens-Ashurst bill 1s 
enacted. But it might be well for the 


iewelers who are asked to write to their 
Congressman in favor of the measure to 
make it clear whether they are indorsing 
the original bill now in the hands of Mr.

Bowery, New York, was unsuccessful in 

obtaining a verdict against Solomon Gold- 


jeweler of Canal St. and the

Since De- 
cember, 1915, Welensky and Goldman have 
been involved in court proceedings. On 
the first two occasions the cases were dis- 
missed, once for the lack of evidence and 
another time through the failure of Welen- 
sky, who was the plaintiff, to make his ap- 
pearance. The last effort of Welensky to 
recover alleged damages of $10,000 again 
proved unsuccessful and the suit was again 
discharged. 

The legal battle between these two jewel- 
ers started in December, 1913, when Gold- 
man caused the arrest of Welensky on a 
charge of having broken into his store and 
stealing $5,000 worth of jewelry. When 
Weiensky was discharged for lack of evi- 
dence, he instituted a counter suit against 
Goldman, asking for $10,000 damages. This 
amount Welensky claimed he and his busi- 
ness suffered through the accounts of his 
arrest published in a number of news- 
papers. 

When this suit came up for trial Welen- 
sky failed to put in an appearance. Justice 
Finch, in the Supreme Court, dismissed the 
case. The failure of the plaintiff to ap- 
pear also cost him a judgment of $110.34. 

Upon the payment of this judgment 
Welensky reopened the case and_ last 
Thursday and Friday Justice Dugro, in 
Part VII. of the Supreme Court Trial 
Term, listened to evidence. The court, 
after hearing the testimony, directed a 
verdict in favor of the defendant and the 
suit was closed. 








BEWARE OF THIS THIEF. 


Crook Works New Trick on Brooklyn 
Jeweler and Escapes with Ear- 
rings Valued at $300. 


Jewelers around New York are warned 
to be on the watch for a man who is oper- 
ating a somewhat new trick in stealing 
goods from jewelers. He has been success- 
ful in one or two instances and it is be- 
lieved that he will continue to operate in 
the trade until caught. This man, who is 
described as about 21 years old, 5 feet 10 
or 1l inches high, and weighing about 165 
pounds, speaks English with a strong Rus- 
sion Jew accent, and that is about his only 
characteristic, his accent being so pro- 
nounced as to make his words somewhat 
unintelligible. 

He called Friday, March 3, at a jewelry 
store in Broadway, Brooklyn, and was 
waited upon by the proprietor, to whom 
he said he wished a pair of cuff links sim- 
ilar to those bought by his brother a short 
time before. He could not describe the 
cuff links well and nothing shown him 1n 
the counter suited him. He insisted he had 
seen the buttons in the window and asked 
the proprietor to open the show window 
that he might point them out. He turned 
to do so, but in doing this got in front of 
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the jeweler and blocked his view of the 
window and even then did not appear to be 


able to indicate exactly the articles he de- 
sired. Atter a few words he left without 


purchasing and nothing more was thought 
t it until the window was about to be re- 
trimmed, when it was discovered that two 
pairs of diamond earrings, valued at $300, 
were missing. It is believed the same man 
called at another Brooklyn store and asked 
to be permitted to point out something in 
the window, but when this was refused he 
left.

and that not the most promising, of several 
methods by which the longitude at sea 
might be determined. 

Among these one may refer to that of 
finding the longitude by means of lunar 
tables, and to an alternative one of observ- 
ing the eclipse of Jupiter’s satellites. The 
lunar tables could, obviously, be of practical 
use only during that part of the lunar 
month when the moon was unobscured, and 
both had the disadvantage of demanding 
from the mariner a knowledge of astron- 
omy and gift for abstruse calculations 





which he could not reasonably be expected 
tO possess. 

So far, then, as practical simplicity en- 
tered into the matter, the timepiece had all 
the advantage if—a very important point 
then—it could be made to indicate the time 
exactly. For if you can carry with you, and 
be sure you’ve got it, the time of some 
station whose longitude is known, then all 
that is necessary is to find by it the time 
at which the sun or some particular star

the standard stations in‘o degrees of longi- 
tude. 

So early as 1530 the idea of using a time- 
piece at sea for the purpose of finding the 
longitude had been mooted, but nothing 
came of it. Indeed, the earliest efforts of 
which we have any authentic record occur 
more than a century later, and these, 
though they came with much promise, gave 
but indifferent performances. 

In the philosophical transactions for 1665 
there is a record of a clock made by Dr. 
Hooke, the eminent philosopher, physicist 
and mathematician, for Lord Kincardine 
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for seagoing purposes, and in the same year 
is recorded an account of “pendulum 
watches with springs” made by Huyghens, 
the great Dutch scientist, for a Major 
Holmes. Huyghens’ watches are 
have corrected errors in the log reckoning 


stated to 


ot 4 and 5 degrees. 

Hooke speaks of a watch “regulated with 
balance spring which he had contrived” for 
the purpose of finding the longitude. 
Hooke mentioned his invention to a Mr. 
Boyle, and “immediately after His Majes- 
ty’s restoration” Boyle “was pleased to ac- 
quaint the Lord Brouncher and Sir Rob- 
ert Moray with it, who advised me to get 
a patent for the invention and propounded 
very probable ways of making considerable 
advantage by it.” Hooke proceeds: “To 
induce them to a belief of my performance 
| showed a pocket watch accommodated 
with a spring, applied to the arbor of the 
balance to regulate the motion thereof, con- 
cealing the way I had for finding the longi- 
tude.” Specifications for a patent were 
drawn up by Moray, but trouble arose over 
the terms of partnership and Hooke with- 
drew from the arrangement. The invention 
must have had commercial prospects which 
would make many a Clerkenweller’s mouth 
water, for Hooke that “this treaty 
with me had been finally concluded for sev- 
eral thousand pounds had not the inserting 
of one clause broke it off.” 

But there was considerable doubt in 
Hooke’s day as to the utility of the time- 
piece for this purpose 

As an extract from the “Scientia Longt- 
tudinum of John Baptist Morin,” published 
in Paris, 1657, will show, Morin says: 


Says 


“But two things are requisite in such 
machines for faithfully showing the longi- 
tude of places—first, that by the perfection 
of its construction its motions be as uni- 
form as the machine of the universe con- 
structed by God himself; otherwise, from 
the imperfection of the machine an error 
would follow, which would increase every 
day, hour and minute. That, indeed, I 
know not if it be possible for the devil 
himself, but I do know that it would be 
extreme folly for men to undertake it. Sec- 
ond, that the machine itself must preserve 
the same rate in every degree of heat, cold, 
moisture or dryness, otherwise by the ef- 
fect of any of them the machine would err 
by acceleration or retardation and conse- 
quently the measure of time would be false. 
But this second is also impossible for men.” 

With scant encouragement of this kind 
from people who presumed to know One is 
not surprised to find that the general in- 
terest in a mechanical solution of the prob- 
lem of the longitude was not very keen. 

But the urgency for some form of solu- 
tion—mechanical or otherwise—was _in- 
the commerce of the sea ex- 
panded, and at length, as I have already 
indicated, the British Board of Longitude 
came into existence and substantial sums 
were offered in the shape of rewards. 

Many schemes were submitted from time 
to time to the board, some of them merely 
fanciful, others germane to the point, but 
so complex as to be impracticable. A con- 
sideration of these, while relevant as show- 
ing how the problem shaped itself in dif- 
ferent minds, would only weary and con- 


creased as

fuse, but we may take just one example 
ot this kind, in passing, to illustrate the 
extravagances—for as such only can we 
regard them now—to which some of those 
who busied themselves in the matter went. 

Our example is taken from a pamphlet 
published in 1730 by Richard Locke. Ina 
sort of preliminary canter he explains how 
the circle may be squared—a problem 
which, like perpetual motion and the real 
author of Shakespeare’s plays, has vexed 
many minds for generations past 
without getting any nearer a settlement—and 
then plunges full tilt into the unraveling of 
the mystery of the longitude. “By a new 
invented instrument,” says the author, “the 
distance of any star round the north and 
south pole may be known to the least 
time,” which, having found by first ascer- 


sober 
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taining the sun’s position in the zodiac for 
the day, and then the angular distance of 
some particular star from the meridian, 
and some little calculating will enable you 
to find the time of night. Having got so 
far, “find how far the moon has receded 
from the sun since it came from any known 
meridian, to do which take the moon’s 
height of parallax of altitude, or take its 
longitude and latitude from two fixed stars 
of that latitude, and by the different paral- 
lax, or longitude, and latitude the quantity 
of the moon’s recession is known, and con- 
sequently the longitude.” 

Well, as events turned out, the discovery 
of the longitude was not the simple matter 
that Richard Locke, and many other gen- 
tlemen with leanings toward an astronom- 
ical method, supposed, nor was the dis- 
covery to come from that quarter whence, 
by reason of the close application of -scien- 
tific thought to the subject, one would ex- 
pect it. 

It was destined to result from the least 
promising of the several methods reviewed 
in Sir Isaac Newton’s statement, and then 
from what we may describe, without any 
derogatory reflection, as an obscure source. 

John Harrison was a youth of 20 when 
the act of Queen Anne was passed. He 
was the son of a carpenter, who had some
